| remained of very light south-west monsoon character. Pressure commenced to fall from in gyda 
the 28rd, the fall bemg generally moderately —— at the stations on the Arakan and Pega 
coasts, and on the 24th and 25th suspicious weather obtained in the east of the Bay, but this

fine. westerly element iu the wind directions then commenced to increase in strength, 
and in some cases winds became even north-westerly, and gradually the easterly and south- 
easterly winds which had set in on the 24th were driven back, and rainfall uall 
‘became lighter and more local in character from the middle of the waek, and thoug 
_ on the 23rd a considerable amount of rain fell, on Friday, the 24th, only a few showers 
were reported. At the end of the week, therefore, conditions were clearly those which usually 
obtain at the close of the rainy season in Bengal. Pressure was fairly uniform over the 
——— temporaturs had risen rather rapidly, and was about 2° aboye the normal; more or 
488 westerly, and in some cases even north-westerly, winds were reported at all except the 
extreme eastern stations. Jumidity had decreased moderately at the western and central 
stations in the province, and tine weather generally was reported, rain showers being very 
» few in number, and generally light in amount. ‘ 
* Pressure—Has above the normal for the greater part of the week, though at itsy ¥ i 
close it had become nearly normal, and the mean pressure has been in excess by amounts ’ pe 
which range up to about a tenth of an inch at some of the western stations, the excess at — 
Cuttack equalling 0113 inch and at Hazaribagh 0°110 inch. The general mean pressure of 
the province has been above the normal by about 0-07 inch to 0:08 inch. In Assam pressure 
has been in excess of the normal by 0 043 inch. 

Temperature.—Owing to the comparative lightness of the rainfall during the week, 
temperature has generally been in excess of the normal. The mean temperature of the whole 
province for the week has been 1°5° above the normal, and in Orissa the excess has equalled 
25°, and in South-West a and North Bengal the exeess has been 2°. In Assam a slight 

. excess of (2° only is reported. 

Kainfalli—As previously stated, has been comparatively light during the week. The 
heaviest falls have occurred in North Bengal, the stations in which have averaged 1°32 inches, 
which is, however, more than two inches in defect of the normal. In East pengal a fall of L-Lv 

- inches has been received which is again nearly two inches less than the usual amount. Orissa ~ 
and South-West Bengal have received falls, which av rather less thau an inch, aud both'are 
about an inch and a quarter in defect of the normal. North Behar has only received a fal! 
of about half an inch or two and a half inches less than the usual fall at this period; 
while South Behar and Chutia Nagpur have received falls which average about a quarter of 

an inch, and these districts are one and two-thirds inches in defect. The falls generaily over 

_ the province have therefore not equalled more than about 30 per cent of the normal. 

bo following districts have, however, received fairly good falls during the week :—Nuddea, 
Rajshahye, R , Darjeeling, and Singbhoom ; while on the other hand the falis in Bogra, 

- Mozufferpur, Durbkusge, arun, Shahabad, and Gya have bern particularly scanty. ,

The actual damage done could only be ascertuined af ny 
subsidence of the water, when the proportion of the crops which had survived the lor 
immersion could be seen. I accordingly proceeded to Diamond Harbour by road on the 1 
instant. Tbe road passes through low and comparatively high country, and a fair indication 
of the effects of the floods in the Diamond Harbour sub-divi-ion may be obtained tree dia —* 
state of tracts traversed. As far as Bistupur, 12 miles froin Alipore, I found that the crops , 
suffered to some extent, but not very bacly, while in places they were looking extremely 
At Bi-tupur irself great damage tad been done, and I was informed that some villages to 
north-east were equally bad. Between Bistupur and Rujathat some villages had lost 
greater part of their crops, while others had suffered less, From Raja:hat to Sarisha, how- 
ever, the destruction appeared general, the whole country being under water ; but a small por- 
tion of the crops might even here survive on further subsidence of the water. From Sarisha to 
Diamond Harbour the crops jooked well, though Lackward, the country being bigh on account 

of its proximity to the river, In the neighbourhood of Diamond Harvour isself there wasa very 
large expanse of green crops. On my journey ba · by rail, I found the country under wat 
from about two miles out of Diamoud Harbour to Mograhat. North of Mograhat for fou 

or five miles, there was much Water in parte, but after that the country presented the ordinary - 
aspect at this season of the year, wnd the crops looked well, ‘Ihe portion of the sub-division — 
which has suffered most fiom the floods is, therefore, the tract lying between two parallel lines 
from Rajariiat to Suwrisha,’ running in a direction between east and southyeast as far 
as the’Sonderbuns. What the precise extent of the destruc'ion in this tract has been it

‘food. It is impossible to suzvest officially to the zemindars that they should abstain from the 
‘collection of rents, unless the Government is prepared to suspend at the same time the collection 
of the land revenue—a measure which I could not advocate in this case. I am, moreover, dis- 
‘posed to think that the zemindars will not, under the circumstances, be wanting in considera- 
tion to their tensnts, In, ihe Government estates leniency will be shown in the collections 
according to the condition of each tenant, and it may be necessary later to recommend 
remissions. ; 
8. A A farther report as to the state of the inandat-d tract will he submitted to you after 
‘the end of this wonth, and a lulier report after the Loth O-tober. The severity of these floods 
‘and. their long continuance are attributed by the people to the blocking up of the drainage by 
roads, embankinests and cross dams across certain natural outlets, and there appears to be 
‘much truth in this view, The insertion of sinice gates in suitable places would, no doubr, be 
a great boon to the country: bus the zemindars and their tenaats have hitherto shown no 
readiness to provide the funds, and the works have been deferred from year to year. If still 
in charge «f the district during tne next culd weather, I propose visiting the whole line of 
embankments with Executive Enyineer, selecting sites for sluice gates, and making a strong 
effort to get the landiords and ryots of ull villages to be benefitted to subscribe, If the sites 
of the sluice gates be selected s» as to serve the largest number of villages, the proportionate 
cost to each village would be reduced, andthe provabilicy of obtaining the.co-operation of the 
landlords and ryots would be greater.

to submit herewith copy of a letter No. 1320G of the 27th instant, with its 
enclosures, from the Collector of Burdwan, reporting on the effects of the recent 
floods in his district by the overflow of the rivers Adjai and Damudar. I am 
satisfied that Mr. Oldham, with whom I am in daily communication, has 
correctly estimated the amount of damage done. I make no remark on the 
engineering questions raised, which must be settled by professional engineers.

Iw continuation of my No, 1246G, dated the 18th instant, I have the honour to farnish 
the final report on the effects of the floods of the last week of August 1888 in this district 
The total area, in which crops were lost or very seriously damaged by them, is 50 square miles. 


I—THE ADJAI AND BHAGIRUTHI FLOODS, CUTWA SUB-DIVISION. ; 


2. In my previous report, the area of total loss of, or very serious damage to, cropsfrom these 
floods was estimated, on the details therein given, at 90 square miles, From the more accurate ~ 


* information now obtained, and a rough map furnished by the Sub-divisional Officer of Catwa, | 


this estimate must be reduced to 30 square miles, I have eliminated the loss from the Bhagirathi 
floods, which were calculated to have affected an area of 30 square miles altogether. Th ‘ 
the lands were entirely submerged, and the rice crops on them entirely destroyed, the lands «© 
themselves are all chur, on which rice is cultivated to provide for the event of the rivers not 7” 
rising, but by far its most remunerative crops are wheat and other winter and spring crops, 
and these are most remunerative after a flood which has drowned the rice. It would be mis- a 
leading, therefore, to reckon the recent loss of the rice on these tracts as serious damage, even if 
it is damage at all. The Sub-divisional Officer's lotter No. 445G, dated 22nd instant, a copy of 
which I beg to annex, shows this very clearly. The great duration of the recent floods, while im- 
proving the silt deposits, very much enhanced the immediate inconvenience, and the damage to 
huts ordinarily done by a flood with prolonged wet weather; and in view of these facts, I haye 
written for the Buxar wheat, which the Sub-divisional Officer wishes to distribute, and will entertain 
the applications for the advances under the Loans Act to which he refers. The only special reagon — 
jor considering the latter is that rent collections must stop till the winter crops are harvested, 
when they will be paid with interest. ‘Ihe only request the people themselves have madeto 
me is to induce the talugdar to stay his ordinary collections till they get in their rabi crops 
when, they say, they will pay him in full, Pe 

3. My estimate of the area of total loss or serious damage from the Adjai floods was 60 
square miles. But from the Sub-divisional Officer’s map, I find that, instead of covering ei 
continuous belt of country one-and-a-half miles broad on each side of the river throug 
its conrse in the sub-division, as I first gathered from his diaries, the belt which the 
cover is interrupted. Along the right bank it only runs for 10 miles in the ext 
of the sub-division.

The Assistant Engineer informs me that by his readings 
near the Bhedia Ruilway-station (Loop Line; East Indian Railway), the flood of 1885 was 
three feet higher. At Cutwa town, however, where the mouth of the Adjai, as is usual 
with these rivers, is choked, the flood was the highest ever known. Its duration, too, was

_» 4. These were by. nearly a foot the highest on record. As regards their effect 
and the communication made by Ambica Churn Gupta to Government regarding them 
(received under your No. 59RG of 7th September 1888), which I beg herewith to 
return, I cannot do better than attach a copy (extract) of a letter, which I wrote to Lala 
Ban Bihary Kapur, who had addressed me on benalf of certain memorialists, and the 
public concerned, regarding the Jankovli breach, on the subject, Every village in the 
tract affected was visited either by myself or the Excise Deputy Collector, or the senior 
Sub-Deputy Collector. In my first report I estimated the area of total loss and serions 
damage at 30 square miles on the basis of a continuous margins] belt. On visiting this 
belt myself, I found that it was by no means continuous, and I have reduced my estimate 
¢to\ 20 square miles, of which 15 square miles were affected by the Jankooli breach. Of the 
damage done by it, a considerable portion has been the work of previous years. No applica- 
tion for relief in any form, even by loans under the two Agriculturists Loans Acts, has been 
made from this south Damudar tract, either to myself or to my subordinates while on tour, 
or at my office here. In this connection it is worth mentioning that a private relief fund, 
held by native managers, gentlemen of good position, which was first raised in 1885 to meet 
distress following on the inundation of that year, existe in Burdwav.. When the disastrous 
fire at Calva took place in March 1887, this fund contributed liberally to the relief that 
was then required. I enquired if the managers intended to take any steps with regard to 
the recent floods, and was informed that tnere was.absulately.no occasion for doing so, as all 
that the people had suffered from was the fright and temporary inconvenience inseparable 
from such an occasion. 

5. Witb regard to the Jankooli breach, I promised to bring the state of affairs to the notice 
of Government, though I believe Government must be acquainted with the subject from enquiries 
made in the Public Works —— on the many memorials which have been presented direct. 
The last.orders communicated to this office were those conveved in Colonel MeNeil’s No. 452J, 
dated 12th March 1585, and the subsequent orders received with your office No, 422, dated the 

18th March 1886, by which the Oullector of this district was forbidden to take proceedings for 
| the closure of this breach, The aspect of the country at and from Jankooli is indeed deplorable. 
As ſar as the eye can see, it is covered with a barren coating of sand, or a rank growth 
of khasia grass, a’product which is almost absolutely useless. The once flourishing village of 
*  Jankooli is reduced to nine houses, occupied by labourers, and in all its area there is) not, as

Wrru reference to your No. 1260G of the 19th instant, asking if any relief is wanted 4 F 
the people of the inundated tracts, 1 have the honour te state that up to the moment of writing 
this report, no emergent cases of distress have come to my notice. 

2. I have visited almost the whole of the inundated tract, except the portion south of 
Ketugram, and it appears to me that time is yet required to develop any distress should it 
hereafter occur. 

8. The damages done by the inundation have not yet been fully ascertained, all the lands 
not having yet emerged out of the flood, and the information in connection with it being still 
in course of collection. 

4. Tne only relief asked by the people themselves as yet is in the shape of agricultural 
loans under the Act, of the aggregate amount of Rs, 647, by about 52 ryots, of ehur Sujapore, 
Mongram, and Narsingpore, in the Sujapore portion of the flooded tract. 

5. In Agradipa, which is comparatively lower than the Sujapore tract, the damage appears 
to be somewhat heavier. ‘The zemindar informed me that he had relieved some urgent cases of 
distress, 

6. Agradipa is peculiarly sitaated, and the zemindar would suffer by desertion of his ryots 
if he did not interest bimself in protecting them, ‘The people of the Dhaoras or Buna ham- 
lets only asked some relief work to be started alter the subsidal of the flood, as they ‘would 
soon be in want of work. I shall report again should any actual necessity for relief work 
hereafter urise. 

7. There can be no doubt that the inundation will leave a rich silt by which the ryote 
will largely profit. The silt in the Sujapore chur had, I ascertained, in places*been about 
nine inches or even a foot deep, The lands remained under water for about three weeks ; p 
say the inundation has been of the lougest daration known for some years. The layer of silt 
deposited must therefore have been comparatively thicker. 1 think we would not be much out 
of the mark to estimate the average thickness at four to six inches, 5 

8. The ryots were frank enough to tell me that under favourable circumstances they 
looked forward to a splendid rabi crop. The only difficulty in prospect was to tide over the 
intervening period before the ripening of the erop. 

9. The ryots of Sujapore alone told me that the silt of the Bhagirathi was not so good 
as that of the Adjai and the Babla; that it eontained a large mixture of sand, from which 
some of the lands would suffer. Their statements may only be partially true, but there can 
be no doubt as to the net result of the inundation in leaving a rich silt behind, 

10. A very large extent of land, compared with that of other years, is expected to be | 
sown with radi this year. Time bas not arrived in my opinion for asking for any pecuni 
relief, I would only ask that fifteen maunds of Buxar wheat seed, in addition to that whie 
I have already asted for, and for which I have promised to pay, may be sentias soon as possible, 
to be advanoed to the most needy of the ryots, if necessary free of cost. 

11. I expect more applications for agricultural loans, and I think these loans to the limit 
of, say, Re. 1,000 may be advanced. If this recommendation is approved, I beg ‘thut a | %, 
canoongoe may be temporarily deputed to hold the usual preliminary ebquiries weeessary 
to the advance of these loans, ‘

July 1887. In Raliaaes the decrease, amounting to 32,592 
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on rtations of Liverpool salt; while in Pooree there — 
irereass of 82,134 maunds, due to the resumption of business by the manufac- 


turers, who, being apprehensive of the Madras Roles, had given up the pore 
in the —— year. The sales of excise salt decreased from 2,35,657 maun 

to 1,82,860 maunds in quantity, and the amount of duty realized fell from 
Rs. 4,71,315 to Rs. 3,82,854. ‘The decrease is attributed to the importation 


of salt from Ganjam and Liverpool, and to the cessation of the manufacture 


of Punga salt. 

5. The consumption of salt in the saliferous districts fell off from 
10,68,515 maunds in 1886-87 to 10,62,402 maunds in the past year. The 
decrease occurred in all the districts except Chittagong and Balasore, where there 
were small increases of 571 maunds ant 851 maunds respectively. There was 
an increase of §0, or 22 2 per cent., in the number of seizures, while there was 


-adecrease of 1,)23 maunds, or 69 per cent., in the quantity of salt attached, 


and of 625 maunds, or 91-4 per cent., in the quantity of salt confiscated. The 
number of cases instituted for offences against the Salt laws increased from 
425 in 1886-87 to 501 in the present year. The amounts realized as fines and 
disbursed as rewards were Rs, 2,300 and Rs. 1,307, against Rs. 2,327 and 
Rs. 1,904, respectively, in the previous year. |

Wuen the outstill *ystem was generally introduced in these ie ag - 
of the tracts excladed from its operaticn was the Revenue district of Hoog nly 
including Howrah. Stbsequently the sub-division of Jehanabad, which 
under the outstill system, was transferred from the jurisdittion of Burdwan to 
that of Hooghly. The shops in the excluded tracts were suppliéd from ‘five 
distilleries (Bhastara, Radhanagore, Mohiari, Hooghly and Serampore), of which 
the first ‘three were'situated at'sume distunce from district or sub-divisional héad- 
quarters. One of the recommendations of the Excise Commission was that the 
Bhastara and Badhanagore distilleries should be closed, and that the Mohiari 
distillery should be renioved to the head-quarters of the Uluberia sub-division, 
The Board of Revenue, on examining the question in communication with the 
local officers, came to the conclusion that a preferable measure would be the 
extension of the outstill system to the whole area hitherto supplied with liquor | ~ 
from these distilleries. 1t was pointed out that the fees realized from Bhastara 
and Kadhanagore did not even cover the expenses of the repairs of the buildings, 
ouch less the cost of the establishment tnaintained at the distilleries. The fees 
paid in 1855-86 were Rs, 106-14, against establishment charges oaly of Rs. 1,900, 

And there were clear indications that the requirements of liquor-consumers were 
to agreat extent supplied by smuguling from the adjoining outstill tract. The 


‘proposed distillery at Uluberia, on the other hand, would have had to supply a

gh some of them have not borne the test of enquiry, the scrutiny to which 
_ they have been subjected has had the result of making manifest seyeral defects, 
; which it is both the duty and the interest of Government to remedy. Notwith- 
bio that the recommendations of the Excise Commission in regard 
to the capacity of stills and fermenting vats have been nominally introduced, 
it has been found that the effect of these measures has been practically 
‘neutralized, and the consumption of intoxicating drink increased, by the 
selection of inappropriate sites for shops, by an unduly low rate of duty 
being fixed on the estimated consumption in calculating the upset price of 
the stills, and by the capacity of stills and vats originally fixed being 
'“ afterwards increased in proportion to the fees the abkars were willing to pay 
for their licenses,” thus giving rise to an undue cheapening of liquor and 
offering improper facilities for its sale in the interior and its introduction 
surreptitiously into the urban and suburban areas under the fixed duty system. 
It is not too much to say that the safeguards which the Excise Commission 
considered absolutely essential to justify the continued existence of the outstill 
system have in this tract been so little kept in view that the system became 
scarcely distinguishable from that which in paragraph 102 received the severe 
condemnation of the Commission as being likely to foster the very evils which 
Mr. Westmacott’s report has brought to light. On this point the Commission 

; say, in comparing the sudder distillery with the outstill system :— 

“There is no difference in principle between the two systems, provided care be taken to 
limit the producing capacity of the ontstills, and to make the revenue paid on each propor- 
tionate to its capacity. On the other hand, there is a radical difference between any system 
under which stills are taxed according to their producing power, or a duty is levied on the 
amount produced, and any system under which the distiller obtains the privilege of making 
as much spirit as he can on payment of asum fixed without reference either to the amount 
actually produced by him or his means of production. The Commission have no hesitation 
in condemning the latter for all times and places, whether it takes the form of outstills 
witbont limit of producing power, or farms, or any similar arrangement.” 

‘The Lieutenant-Governor accepts generally the views contained in the 
whole of this paragraph, and whatever may be his decision ultimately as to the 
sibility, under proper safeguards, of so working the outstill system as to free 
t from the reproach of artificially stimulating the sale of an unnecessarily 
cheap liquor, he is confident that in this instance those safeguards have not 
m carefully applied, and the reproach above indicated has been incurred 
Y the system, to which alone the Commission gave its approval, has 
not. been properly, and with ail its necessary restrictions, introduced. Its, 
introduction at all into this tract was an exception to the general policy 
dopted, and it was therefore specially desirable that there should be no 
in the safeguards which were recommended.

7. As has been stated above, the Lieutenant-Governor is not at present 
prepared to pronounce finally upon the syste:n or systems to be adopted in 
Bengal ; but with the removal of outstills from objectionable sites, a real and 
practical limitation in the supply of liquor, an increase in its cost by the 
imposition of higher rates of fees, and an increase in the minimum price to be 
charged, it may confidently be 5 that the grounds of complaint, which have 
been most reasonably put forward in Hooghly and Howrah, will cease to exist. 
Mr. Westmacott’s enquiry, however, indicates distinctly, in the interests both 
of public morality and of the State revenue, the need of examining the — 
administration of the outstill system in other districts in the light of the | 
conclusions which he has established. He remarks :—‘ Consumption has been

allowed to increase, while excise revenue has been sacrificed by the policy 


of dealing with each district separately, and by permitting unnecessary — 
differences in the incidence of duty on liquor in adjoining tracts.” The whole» 
scope of his report tends to support the opinion, which is held by many 


high authorities, that the administration of Excise in Bengal should, as in 


other Provinces, be placed under the charge of a special officer, whose duty 
would be to visit every district, and examine and direct the operations of the — 
department in personal communication with the local officers. This question is 
under reference to the Government of India in connection withMr.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METHOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS _ 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1388, 


Tim weather conditions in Bengal during September are generally similar to those 

of the previous monsoon months. The south-west monsoon continues to bring up lar 
amounts of aqueous vapour, and during the earlier weeks of the month the rainfall, more 
especially in the western districts, is partly due to the Bombay branch of the monsoon 
current, though the greater part of the rainfall is undoubtedly brought up by the current 
blowing from the Bay of Bengal. The Bombay branch, however, gives way earlier than that 
from the Bay of Bengal, and from the second or the third week it ceases to influence Bengal, 
The Bay of Bengal branch also weakens during September, particularly during the latter 
half of the month, and at its close it almost withdraws from the province, and thus the 
rainfall in September in Bengal is decidedly smaller than in July and August, and the 
decrease is also greater in the western districts than elsewhere, from the cessation of the 
Bombay monsoon current comparatively ear!y in the month. 

The intermittent character of the monsoon rainfall has been frequently pointed out in 
previous summaries, Each heavy barst of rainfall appears to exhaust fur the time being the 
supplies of aqueous vapour available for condensation. Hence, after each such burst, the 
monsoon current falls off, and appears to die away in and near its normal limits. Loeal * 
variable winds set in over the Gangetic plain and extend eastwards. This goes on until the 
moisture current in the rear accumulates fresh supplies of squeous vapour and renewed 
energy, when it again advances and gives general rain, The majority of these advances 
accompany a certain amount of atmospheric disturbance, which frequently takes the form of 
smal] moving depressions or cyclonic circulations or storms. These usnally occur near 
the front of the ivcreasing monsoon current, or near its limits of retreat. Hence these 
depressions may originate either over the land or the sea, according to the strength 
and other conditions of the monsoon current at the time. The chief meteorological 
features of the month are usually the depressions which introduce and accompany the 
bursts of rain. Their place of formation, the rapidity with which they follow one another, 
and the total amount of rain they give, depend mainly upon the strength of the monsoon 
current itself, whilst the directions which the depressions pursue, and the local distribntion 
of rainfall, are determined by the local meteorological conditions prevalent during their 
formation and existence. 

Normal distribution of rainfall.—The average distribution of rainfall forthe monthof »  ' 
September depends mainly upon the geographical relations of the province to the Bay of 
Bengal monsoon current, which are similar to those of the preceding month. The with. « 
drawal of the Bombay branch westward deprives a portion of the province (chiefly the 
western districts) of one of its sources of rainfall, and also somewhat alters the conditions 
and relation of the province to the other branch. Hence the average distribution of the * * 
month of September differs, more especially in the western districts, considerably from that 
of the two preceding months of July and August. 

The average rainfall of the month exceeds 20 inches in the districts at the foot of the 
hills in North Bengal. Between this area and a line running west and east through 
Bagdogra, and also in asmall area in East Bengal, including Fenny and Noakholly, the mean 
rainfall varies between 15 and 20 inches. Between these areas and a curved line defined by 
the stations of Bettiah, Durbhunga, Bhagulpore, Godda, Berhampore, Goalundo, Manick- 
gunge, Bagirhat, Diamond Harbour, Kendrapara and Pooree, and thus including the greater 
part of North-East and South-West Bengal and the northern districts of North Behar, the 
average rain is from 10 to 15 inches. In the area to the south and west of this line, includ- 





» 


ing the whole of Behar, except the most northern portions, the northern and central districts 


*of South-West Bengal, the Sonthal Pergunuahs, Chutia Nagpur, and the western districts 

of Orissa, the average rainfall is less than 10 inches, aud ranges between 6 and 10 inches, 

The greater part of South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, within this area, has an 

average varying from 8 to 10 inches. The average rainfall of the month is least in the » 
Patua, Gya and Shahabad districts of South Behar, and in asmall area in South-West 
Bengal, including the stations of Magoorah, Bongong, Kanaghat, Krishnaghur and Culna. 
In these districts the average rainfall very slightly exceeds 6 inches, and ranges between 6 and 
7 inches. 

Meteorology of the month,—TIt will be remembered that during August the weather was 
very disturbed, the variations of pressure during that month were large, and cyclonio storms 
of very considerable intensity were experienced at different times during the month, These 
conditions ceased with August, and during September the weather was much finer and more 
settled. Small storms, however, such as are usually formed over the Bay during the preva- 
lence of the south-west monsoon, occurred on two occasions, and there occurred a storm which, 
to abl appearance, was formed outside the Indian area in the Gulf of Yonquin, and which = 
subsequently passed across the Siam Peninsula and entered the Andaman Sea. i 2 

The past month has been characterised by moderate general rainfall. In North Bengal | 
and North Behar, indeed, there was some considerable deficiénoy, the total rainfall of 
month in those two districts amounting to only 55 per cent. and 65 per cent. respectively 
the normal fall, but in the other districts the fall was larger, varying between 70 per cent. 
89 per cent. of the usual amount received, The deficiency of rainfall though slight, a 
has been shown, generally unimportant, has been remarkably poset Throughout the 
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influence on the winds at mA station beyond those in its immediate neighbourhood. Mode- 
tate rain accompanied it, and the weather was very cloudy. On the 2nd the depression still 
occupied the — rp am and the winds and weather in its neighbourhood were unaltered. 
Tt passed inland on the 3rd and filled up. 
_— Depression of Sth to 7th.—On the 5th, pressure was falling fast in the north-east 
corner of the Bay, and an area of relatively low pressure existed between Akyab and the 
mouth of the Megna. Rain was falling on the eastern side of the Bay from Chittagong 
southwards, while in Bengal and on the west side of the Bay (due to the northerly winds on 
the western side of the depression) the weather was fine. By the morsing of the 6:h the 
» depression had intensified considerably, and had at the same time travelled westward towards 
the Orissa coast. The barometer had fallen slightly around the head and west of the Bay, wait 
while it had risen rather briskly in the east. A fairly well-marked cyclonic circulation of 
the winds existed around the centre of depression, and moderate rain was falling in Orissa 
and South-West Bengal. By the next morning, the 7th, the storm had passed inland, the 
barometer had risen, and the weather had assumed its normal monsoon characteristics. — 
Balasore reported 4} inches, Dacca 2} inches, and Puri inch of rain, a? & 
Depression of the 12th to \6th.—The final, and by far the most important, storm of the 
month was much more interesting and more extensive than either of the two preceding ones, 
which were of the ordinary monsoon type, On the 10th and 11th the reports showed a 
steadily falling barometer over Tenasserim and the Gulf of Martaban, and a steady uorth- 
westerly wind over Burma, On the 12th the wind had shifted to north-east at Moulmein and 
Rangoon, and a slight depression was shown around Tavoy. On the following day a very | 
rapid barometric fall occurred over Tenasserim and Lower Burma, and it appeared that a | 
depression was crossing the Eastern Peninsula from the Gulf of Siam, This storm travelled 
quickly across the Gulf of Martaban, so far as can be judged, developing quickly as it did so. 4 
On the morning of the 14th the centre lay to the north of Diamond Island, anda gale of ‘ 
wind prevailed over Lower Burma. On the 15th the centre probably lay in about lat. 18° 
N and long 90° E. It was advancing quickly west-north-west, but as only the coast obser- 2 * 
vations are at present available, it is difficult to locate the centre exactly. The observations 
of the succeeding day showed that the storm must have crossed the Bay at a rate of about 
20 miles per hour, Its centre crossed the Orissa coast near Puri, where at S A.M., some time ‘ 
probably after the actual moment of passage, the barometer was as low as 2934 inches. — 
Heavy rain was experienced all around the head of the Bay. oi 
This storm subsequently travelled west-north-west and north-west as far as North-Western J 
India, aud gave exceedingly heavy rain to a very large part of Northern India. The storm Ki 
was an exceedingly interesting one, not only on account of the exceptional rapidity with which 
it crossed the Bay, and the length of time during which it existed after it crossed the coast, but 
more particularly on account of its apparent place of origin. he existing evidence tends J 
teo show that the storm originated in the Gulf of Tonquin and crossed the narrow peninsula 
separating that Gulf from the Andaman Sea, If such be the case, it is the first recorded | 
instance of the kind. | 
Pressure—Though considerably reduced during the passage across the Bay of the 
abovementioned depression, has been generally somewhat above the normal average of the 
month.

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From this table it will be seen that for six of the meteorological divisions the actual 
rainfall of the first nine months of the present year equals or exceeds the normal average, 
and that at one only, viz., North Bengal, is there any deficiency, In Orissa, where the rains 
in the early monsoon were so deficient, there is now only a deficiency of 13 per cent. for 
the five months May to September. 

The following table gives full data for the comparison of the actual and the normal 
rainfall of the month of September in all districts of the province. The figures are 
derived in the manner explained in — monthly summaries. The first column 
gives the average district rainfall as determined from tho rainfall observations of the past 
15 years. The second column gives the actual district rainfall as determined trom the 
weighted actual rainfalls of the month at the reporting stations in the. district.

_" Pum meteorological changes of the past week have been very important. Not only has 

a largish depression advanced from the Bay over Bengal and given very unsettled weather to 

a very considerable part of the province, but following on the disappearance of this depression 

there has ocourred a barometric increase, the distribution of which has been such as to entirely 

change the conditions —— cree Bengal and the Bay, and to produce strongly marked 
cold weather conditions. So long as pressure is relatively low in the Gangetic Valley, and 
relatively high in the south of the Bay, air from the Bay passes into Bengal in the shape of 
southerly winds, and so long as these conditions exist, aredcato storms snd rain travelling in 
the same direction are always liable to occur ; but as soon as these conditions of pressure are 
| yeversed, and readings become relatively high in Kengal and low over the Bay, the wind 
changes to north and north-east, and the probability of storms or rain becomes very small. 

The report of the 6th showed that the cyclonic storm, noticed in last week’s summary, 
was approaching the coast on a north-east course, and that at 10 am. the centre lay to the east 
of Saugor Island; northerly to north-westerly winds prevailed over the whole of the western 
districts of the province; easterly winds in Kast Bengal, and south-easterly winds at 
Chittagong and Commilla. The winds were rather strong at the head of the Bay. i 
the night of the 6th the storm crossed the coast, and at 10 am. on the 7th the centre lay a 
little to the north-east of Dacca. The wind had shifted to west over the greater part 
of the province, but an irregular cyclonic circulation existed around the centre of the storm. 
Heavy rain had fallen in its path. On the 8th there was a general recovery of pressure, 
and conditions assumed their normal monsoon appearance, but this condition did not hold, 
as pressure rose steadily at the more northern stations, and only slightly in the south; henos 
the area of highest pressure was gradually developed along the foot of the hills, and 
northerly and north-easterly winds slowly extended over the province with fine weather 
and a steadily decreasing humidity. 

Pressure—Was almost everywhere below the normal av on the first day of the 
w The defect was greatest (over 0'l inch) at Saugor Island and Calcutta, but was con- 
siderable everywhere. On the 7th, owing to the passage inland of the storm noticed above, 
the relative distribution of pressure changed. In Orissa there was some little excess as 
compared with the normal, while the — defect, instead of being shown near Calcutta, was 

orted from the neighbourhood of Dacca and from Assam. On the 8th pressure was still 
below the normal average at most stations, but the defect was decreasing, and by the succeed- 
ing morning had been changed into an excess in the majority of districts. This excess 
became universal and large, and lasted until the close of the week. 

Temperature.—The variations of temperature from the normal were irregular on the first 
day of the week, but during that day a general fall occurred, as the report of the following 
morning showed a large abnormal coolness throughout the whole province. During the sth, 
9th ant 10th this defect of temperature held steadily, but at the close of the week the 
thermometer rose, and though the mean temperature did not exceed the normal average except 
at a few stations, the large defect prev ously noticed more or less disappeared. ‘Ihe greatest 
mean defect was in Orissa and South-West Bengal, 

Winds—Were cyclonic at the commencement of the week. They subsequently became 
very variable, and at the close of the period there were strong indications of the setting in 
of the north-easterly current which is characteristic of the cold season. 

Rainfall—No rain fell during the week in Chutia Nagpur. and none of any importance 
in Behar or Orissa. Elsewhere rain was fairly general during the first two days of the 
week, but after the 7th the fall practically ceased, and only slight 1 showers 
were experienced. The heaviest rainfall occurred in the path of the storm, and the only 
district reporting an excess is East Bengal. The following are the more important falls :—

2. The most important items of information contained in the Collector's 
report are G that “there is at last afair prospect of a ——* * rovement 
in the condition of the poorer classes over the distressed area,” (2) that 
“in the current fortnight the whole of the Banpore Circle (No. % with the 
exception perhaps of a small area near Kuhuri (about which the Collector is 
not yet quite satisfied), will be removed from the famine area.” It is also 
satisfactory to find that the amount advanced for charitable relief in Khoorda 
sub-division during the fortnight under report had not exceeded Rs. 2,991-13-4. 
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I fully share the Qollector’s expectation that, if the weather continues favour 
able, the funds in hand, with some small additional grant for gratuitous relief, 
will prove sufficient for all requirements. 

3. LIthink that what te been called “the lull in the distress ” may 
fairly be considered a distinct diminution of distress, and that there is now no 
more ground than in ordinary years at this season to anticipate an early 
cessation of the rains. 

4, Iagree with the Collector that the storm of the 16th instant will be 
found to have done less harm than was at first apprehended. In Dhenkanal 
State, where the storm was omy! as Violent as in Khoorda, and where more 
than five inches of rain fell, the Jeali rice crop in many places was beaten ~ 
down to the ground, but it was so.nearly ready for cutting that the cultivators 
had no fears for its safety. .

2. As Iam in camp at a considerable distance from head-quarters, where former is | ” 
have been left, I fear that the information now given may not be sufficiently complete; bu 
I will not delay the submission of this report, as t decite to give the earliest intimation 
possible that there is at last a fair prospect of a permanent improvement in the condition of 
the poorer classes over the distressed area. Mr, Taylor himself admits that there is a distinct 
lull in the distress ; and though during the fortnight under report there has not been any 
change in the affected area, or in the numbers of relief circles and of officers in charge, yet 
on attempt has been made to restrict relief operations, and in the current fortnight the whole 
of the Banpore Circle, with the exception, perhaps, of a email area near Kuburi (about which I 
am not yet quite satisfied) will be removed from the famine area, 

8. Owing to the rains having provided additional field work, orders were issued to the 
Sub-divisional Officer early in the fortnight to cease giving ndvances, except in particular 
cases (which were to be specially repo:ted), in all villages which bad not lost at least half the 
crop last season, and to impress upon allthe Circle Inspectors that gratuitous relief must 
now be given with the greatest caution and only in the most urgent cases. These orders were 
approved of by you, and on the 11th instant I paid a flying visit to Kboorda in order to im- 
press on Mr. Taylor the necessity for restricting relief operations now as much as possible, 
even though we might be forced later in the season to resume them. 

4. General state of the affected tracts, &c.—On the 13th, I started for a tour of inspection 
of all the relief circles, beginning with the South Chilka tracts, where I found that the Salt 
Inspector, Baboo Beni Madhub Mookerjee, who has been kindly assisting me in this area, 
had, as 1 anticipated from his weekly reports, been administering relief effectually and at 
the same time very economically. All this area, contprising the perganuats of Manikpatna, 
Satpara, Andbari, Parikud, Malud and-Badgarkoot, is a difficult ccuntry to deal with. The 
soil for the most part is poor and sandy, and winter paddy, the staple crop of these perguunahs, 
generally fails, more or less, over a great part of this area every year. Total or partial remis 
sions of rent bave been frequent 4 the residouts ‘have become utterly demoralised. Pointing 
to their stunted crops, they velight in posibg as paupers, utterly ignoring numerous other 
sources of income, such as salt manufacture, fishing, ing, &e. Of this ‘area the crops 
Jook worst in Manikpatna, though backward all over the South Chilka tracts, The 
earned from salt mandfacture and embankment works this year are at least Rs, 18,000 in 
excess of the amount so gained in the previous year, and there is but little actual distress; br 
relief measures on a very small scale must be still continued in the neighbourhood of Satpara 
for come time longer, 

5. In Parikad, where there was a good harvest last year, prospects of a good outtura are 
promising. In Malud and Badgatcoot the crops, though backward, look still better, and the 
mandia, new tipe for harvest, is a splendid crop, but unfortunately it is grown over a compara- 
tively small area. No relief measures have been undertaken, nor are they now required, over «+ 
these three pergunnabs ; bot it must be remembered that, should the rains cease prematurely, te

6. In_ the Banpore Circle there isa marked iniprovement. DMaendia is being harvested, “| 
and the paddy, though backward, is very promising.

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4% Bo far T have been able to speak from the reports of local officers corroborated by my 
own observations, As regards the other circles, Iemust refer to Mr. Taylor’s report, which is, 
I regret, not so fall and complete as the previous ones submitted by him. The course of the 
recent storm was fortunately much narrower than he anticipated, and the injury done by the 
wind is confined to a far smaller area than he imagined, judging from the devastation caused in 
Knhoorda and its immediate neighbourhood. On the whole the rain which accompanied the 
storm has done more good than harm, and prospects generally over the remaining circles are 
improved, Still the lull in the distress may be only temporary, and in any case there must be 
a continuance of relief operations, at any rate for the present, over all the circles except that of

5 Numier of Public Works, §c.—The works under this head are, I believe, the same as 
eviously reported, except that the heading 8 (d) is no longer blank, the Rani of Poorea 
aving, at my request, taken measures to relieve her poorer ryote in the assigned villages in 
Rameswar circle. Her relieving officer is acting under Mr. Taylor’s instractions, and Rs. 900 
are being expended on small works of improvement in this area, 

9. [have reovived no figures showinz the daily average numbers in receipt of gratuitous 
relief. As reported last fortnight, such relief has been (I believe) given judiciously, and not 
too liberally, except in the Banpore Circle, The recent diaries of the Inspector of the Banpore 
Circle appeared to show that he was becoming to lavish in the distribution of this form of 
relief. —— orders were issued by Mr, Taylor and reiterated by myself, and yesterday 
L inspected his office at Barkul, where he had heen directed to meet me. There is, I fear, 
no doubt that in the early part of this month he ceased to follow implicitly the instructions 
given him; but his ill-judged generosity was checked by the Sub-divisional Officer as soon as 
it was discovered. Operations in this circle have now been closed. The Circle Inspector has 
been sent bark to his regular work as income-tux assessor, and the Police Inspector, who 
did excellent work in the Western Circle, and is now in this neighbourhood, bas been directed 
to watch the effect of these orders and to report if it be necessary to give any further 
relief in this circle, 

; 10. As regurds columns 5 and 6 of section 9 of the Famine Oode, I ean give no further 
information, nor have I witn me in camp figures for column 7, South of the Chilka I 
found paddy selling at 32 katak seers (i.e. 42 ordinary seers) fur the rupee, and coarse rice 
at 12 (i.e, 15} seers) for the rupee. Thesame figures ‘were given me yesterday in the large 
market of Balugaon io this circle. Prices there were said to have risen within the last ten 
days, ond that the rates in the early part of the fortnight under report were in 80 tola seers, 
paddy 524, rice 183, and mandia 314 seers for the rupee. However, I am not sure that the 
information furnished me was correct, as every attempt is now being made to get more money 
out of Government by exaggerating the present distress, 

11. Tue figures for column 8 are, as regards Khoorda, given in paragraph 8 of 
Mr. Taylor’s report. For Satpara I nad advanced Rs, 400 up to the close of the previous 
fortnight, and of that only a balance of Rs. 35-13 was then left. During the present fortnight 
I gave a further advance of Rs, 100 to the Inspector, and the total expenditure was Rs. 135-13, 
chiefly on the two works at Nuthapore and Satpara, which (by the way) I inspected on the 
15th instant. The balance in hand was nil. A further sum of Rs. 200 has now been 
advanced, 

12. As regards future requirements, I cannot speak with any certainty till I have com- 
pleted the round of the relief circles and had further consultation with Mr, Taylor. Unless the 
paddy crop should, after all, prove a failare—and this is a possible contingency that I must dwell 
upon, for the rains have been so eccentric this year that it is impossible to forecast what may 
happen—the balance in hand for tuccavi advances, over Rs. 18,000, and that for improvement 
works, over Rs. 14,000, should prove sufficient. Mr. Taylor asks for Rs. 10,000 for gratuitons 
relief in addition to the Rs. 1,890 now in hand. Some additional grant for gratuitous relief 
must, I fear, be given ; but I trust that we may be able to manage with less than the amount 
now asked for. However, I hope to speak more definitely after seeing Mr. Taylor at Khoorda, 
where I expect to arrive on the 25th instant. 

18. Owing to the illness of Kumar Gitindra Narain Deb, who has now been compelled 
to take leave on medioul certificate, the regular work of the district has been getting into 
arrears in spite of all our efforts ; but the arrival of an additional Deputy Magistrate and 
Collector, whose appointment to Pooree has, I am glad to see, been gazetted, and the further 
restriction of relief o ions, which I now hope for, will I trust enable us to recover some of 
the ground tbat has been lost.

. I ‘Have very little to say in reporting on distrers for the first half of September beyond 
‘what was given in my report, No. 531 of the 11th instant. 

4 2. So far as 1 can see, the distress is getting less pronounced: there is still a great deal 
of work in the fields, and we have a great many petty improvement ‘works in progress. ‘ 
3. There is, in fact, a distinct luli in distress, and the people are busy everywhere in 
trying to cultivate and repair the damage done to the paddy crop. 
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4. In some places beali and panichi dhan are being reaped, but the area under this 
early rice is very limited in Khoorda, Outside our boundaries in Cuttack and in the delta 
of the Pooree district, the dead crop is reported ready or nearly ready for the sickle, and to be 
a bumper crop. A severe storm or eyclone which eceurred last night will, 1 fear, have 
done great damage to the beali and panichi dhan and to the mandia, china, aud other 
millets now in ear and ripening, and also to the fields of sugarzane and pdn gardens, 

5. At Khoorda itself the damage done to trees is very great, and my own garden has 
been completely wrecked. Many trees in the forest and District Board bungalow compounds 
and on the roadsides have also been blowndown. The storm was accompanied by upwards 
of six inches of rain, but as the greater part of the rice crop is still so small, this heavy rain 
will not do much harm in Khooraa, except to the very early paddy and mandia, above referred 
to, I have myself seen several fields of ripening mandia completely levelled and beaten down, 
by last pight’s wind and rain, : 

6. As yet | have noanformation regarding the extent of the storm or the amount of 
damage done elsewhere; but both must be very great, as the wind blew furiously and in great 
gusts for fully six hours, commencing north of west at about 1-30 a.m., and subsiding from’ 
due south at 7 a.m. 

7. From one place, eight miles off, I hear that the wind and rain were as heavy as at 
Khoorda, and for one to two miles off down the Cuttack road a number of telegraph posts 
have been blown down and communication by wire with Cuttack and Pooree interrupted. 
Heavy rain is also reported from Tangy, and an extraordinarily bigh flood in the Madagni 
river in Rameswar, which shows that the rain accompanying the storm has extended far to the 
west and south. 

8. The following memorandum of receipts and expenditure will, I trust, be considered 
sufficient for this occasion, and I hope to report more fully and in detail at the close of the 
month,

‘Tre most remarkable feature about the weather of the past week has been its 
[quietness and its remarkable coolness ats the close. Slightly unsettled conditions 
*op over a limited area over and iff the neighbourhood of the hills during the first 
' days, but these conditions quick'y — and after the 14th, throughout the 
whole province, fine, bright and in places cool weather prevailed. The pressure and wind 
conditions have not exactly ovincided with the average, pressure having been. relatively 
lower over the eastern portion of the province, Assam and the Eastern Peninsula, 
than is normally the vase; while the reports of the India Meteorological Department 
show thfit abnormally high pressures have been reported from the Indian Peninsula, 
hence the barometric gradient has been for northerly winds all over the provinee, instend 
of, as is normally the cuse, for north-easterly winds in the east and north-westerly winds 
in ‘the west. This unusual direction of the wind has been accompanied with high pressures, 
a low humidity, and at the close of the week with a-low temperature It is hence fair to 
assume that it was more or less a —— current largely derived from the hills to the 
north, and that the dry weather which has prevailod is due to this cause. From a consider- 
ation of the general excessive pressure which prevails, as well as from its distribution and the 
accompanying winds, it would appear that cold weather conditions are now firmly established 
over this part of India. Hence the centre of possible disturbance has been transferred from 
the north to the south of #he Bay, and ualess, owing to a most unusual change of conditions, 
this should be reversed, fine settled conditions should now prevail over Bengal. The rainfall 
and deficient pressures which occurred over and near the hills at the begiuning of the week 
were not improbably accompanied with snow in the interior, a phenomenon which is usually 
followed by an outset of cool, dry air from the hills, and a brisk fall of temperature. 

Prexsure —At the beginning of the week pressure was above the no: average at almost 
ali stations, but the excess was very much less than it had been in the previous week, and at 
Darjeeling and Rungpore the barometric reading was below the normal. On the 14th there 
occurred a brisk reoovery, which held during the following day. On the |6th the barometer 

in fell, and the excess of pressure over the normal was again slightly reduced. ‘The reports 
_ of the 17th and 18th showed a continuance of the fall, while on the 19th there was another 
eral and brisk recovery. Throughout the whole week the oscillations of pressure have 
general and fairly uniform, and only on the 13th has the barometer at any station showed 
a pressure below the normal pressure of the time of year; on all other occasions there has 
been an excess, which has varied in amount according to the upward or downward oscillation 
ja p at the time. These general oscillations of pressure, if slight, are seldom accom- 
panied with unsettled or changeable weather, which at this season of the year is usually 
associated with either a long-continued oscillation, or irregular barometric chunges. 
Zemperature.-—On the 13th the variation of temperature from the mean were irregular, 
between the 14th and 17th there was a more or less general excess; while on the 18th there 
occurred a brisk fall, and the reports of that and the following day exhibited a large abnor- 
mal coolness. The excess at the commencement and defect at the close of the week to a 
extent bulanced; and the final variations of the week exhibit only a slight general

The donor 
desires the scholarship to be paid, so long as the school exists, to the Secretary, 
the Local Government having, in the event of the closing of the institution,

Weatner—sonsonable, State of amua generally good. Suil is being prepared 
for winter crops. 


Weathor—seasonable, and getting very cool. The winter rice is coming on 
spendidly everywhere. 


Weather—seasonable, with foggy mornings; it has been di-tinctly warmer 
again the pat two or three days, Gu:hering of jum paddy nenrly over. 
Cotton plants are in pods here and there. Late rice crops in low innids pro. 
gre-sing, 

Weather—fair. dmun paddy and cotton doing wall. Chilly and tobacco con- 
tinue to be transplanted. 


Weathor—cloudy and hot. Rain urgently wanted for paddy and rwtbi sow- 
ings. From Behar it is reported that, prices are rising fast, ond withont rain 
to allow of the ground being prepared for spring crops scarcity is very 
probable. Fodder i« also scarce. Prices are high in othur sub-divisxions. 

Weather—clondy for the past three days, Paddy in dying for want of rain, 
If it does not rain within four or five days, only four annas paddy crop can 
be expected. Sowing of rubi crop also being much delayed. 

Weather —hit and cloudy. Paddy crop withering for want of rain, except on 
canul-irrivated lands. Rubbi sowing continues where well water is access- 
ible; but if no rain falls, such fields as are beyond the reach of well water 
will be left fallow. Fever prevalent to kuch an extent as to affect agri- 
cultural operations injuriously, Prices rising Sovrcity anticipated in parts. 

Weather—clouds have collected during the lant few days, but they clear away 

in the evening, leaving the nights starry and bright. There is urospeect of 
light rain. There is now no doubt that all the unirrisable high land rice 
in the Madhubani and Durbhanga sub-divisions will fail. It is withering 
and being cut for fodder or to make Way for a rubdi crop if rain should fall. 
The poorer classes are at presont finding labour in irrigating lands where the 
crop still survives. Ina month or so this source of labour will be exhausted. 
Prices are now high throughout the district. 

Weather—days hot; mornings and evenings cool ; cloudy during last three days. 
Rubbi sowings progressing. Rain most urgently wanted for winter rice «ll 
over, und for rubbi sowings in parte of the district, Paddy plants being eur 
for fodder for cattle in the north of the Sitamarhi sub-division, Prices 
rising. 

Weather hhs close and sultry; clouding over; nights cool. Rain very urgently 
required for paddy. Rubdi is being sown, but with very little hope of u 
good crop if deni be no rain shortly, because the whole area will not be 
sown, Prices of food-grains rising. 

Wehther—fair, but occasionally cloudy. Prospects of paddy crop bad. Irrigation 
being carried on wherever possible. Rubbi sowings germinating badly in olaces 
for lack of moisture. Kain badly wanted. Prices of food-grains rising 

Weathor—days rather hot; nights somewhat cold. There have been some clouds 
for the latter part of the week, bue no rain, which is very urgently needed 
thronvhout the district for the present and the future crops, Paddy scorched 
in high Jands, and rudbéi sowings retarded for want of rain, Prices rising. 

Weather—too warm for the season and cloudy — Much of the bigh lend 
rice, especially in Supool, has been now irretrievably lost, and that ou lower 
lands is suffering. Rubdi sowings retarded for want of moistare, Prices 
rising and prospects gloomy. Clouds, however, are gathering again.
